Two  historical  processes  dominated  Postwar  France:  the  loss  of  France's  colonies  and  its  adoption  of 
more  American-style  patterns  of  consumption  in  the  midst  of  an  accelerated  state-led  modernization 
effort.  KRISTIN  ROSS  will  examine  how  decolonization  coincided,  then,  for  the  French,  with  what 
some  social  theorists  were  called  a new  "colonization  of  everyday  life." 

1 1 :00  AM  Lecture  A NEW  LOOK:  HAUTE  COUTURE  IN  POSTWAR  FRANCE 

Christian  Dior’s  1947  New  Look  collection,  with  its  swirling  skirts  and  rich  fabrics,  captured  the 
imaginations  of  millions  of  women  who  had  endured  years  of  clothing  shortages  and  rationing  during 
World  War  II.  Its  runaway  success  helped  cement  France’s  attempts  to  re-establish  itself  as  the  world’s 
high  fashion  leader  after  the  war.  The  golden  age  that  followed  ended  two  decades  later  as  the 
attention  of  the  next  generation  of  fashionistas  moved  from  the  runway  to  the  street.  MELISSA 
LEVENTON  will  discuss  the  fashions  of  the  era  and  the  designers  behind  them.

Lecture  THE  FRENCH  ECONOMY  AND  THE  NEW  EUROPE:  BETWEEN  MARKET  AND  STATE 

In  the  two  decades  after  the  Liberation  in  1944,  France  advanced  from  being  one  of  the  poorer 
countries  in  postwar  Europe  to  one  of  the  most  prosperous.  JOHN  ZYSMAN  will  explore  the  postwar 
revival  and  modernization  of  the  French  economy,  including  the  role  of  French  leaders  in  promoting 
the  Common  Market. 

Lecture  THE  CANNES  FILM  FESTIVAL,  COSMOPOLITANISM  AND  THE  QUATRE  CENTS  COUPS 

The  key  to  the  Cannes  Festival’s  success  in  1950s  France  lay  in  its  promotion  as  a chic,  hip  and 
cosmopolitan  event,  as  opposed  to  merely  a French  one.  At  the  same  time,  the  Festival  also  launched 
two  of  the  most  exported  French  products  of  the  era;  Brigitte  Bardot  and  the  French  New  Wave 
{Nouvelle  Vague).  In  this  lecture,  VANESSA  SCHWARTZ  will  describe  the  important  role  played  by 
Cannes  in  creating  an  international  film  culture  after  the  war.

MELISSA  LEVENTON  is  Founding  Partner  and  Principal 
of  Curatrix  Group  Museum  Consultants  and  Appraisers 
and  former  Curator  of  Textiles  at  the  Fine  Arts  Museums 
of  San  Francisco.  At  Curatrix,  she  has  consulted  on 
numerous  projects,  including  exhibitions  for  the  Chicago 
Historical  Society,  COPIA:  The  American  Center  for  Wine, 
Food  and  the  Arts,  and  the  Denver  Art  Museum.  In  1987, 
she  Co-curated  the  De  Young  museum’s  major  exhibition 
“New  Look  to  Now:  French  Haute  Couture  1947-1987,” 
with  Stephen  di  Pietri.  She  lectures  frequently  on  textiles 
and  costumes  to  museum  staff,  docents,  and  the  public 
in  connection  with  exhibitions  for  a variety  of  museums. 

KRISTIN  ROSS  teaches  Comparative  Literature  at  NYU. 
Her  first  book.  The  Emergence  of  Social  Space:  Rimbaud  and  the 
Paris  Commune  (1988)  examined  left  political  culture  of  the 
late  1 9th  century.  Her  cultural  history  of  the  French  1 950s, 
Fast  Cars,  Clean  Bodies:  Decolonization  and  the  Reordering  of 
French  Culture  (1995),  won  the  Laurence  Wylie  award  for 
French  cultural  studies  and  a Critic’s  Choice  award.  May 
’68  and  Its  Afterlives,  a study  of  French  memory  of  the  polit- 
ical upheavals  of  the  1960s,  was  published  last  year.  Her 
last  two  books  have  been  translated  into  French.  A vol- 
ume of  essays  she  co-edited  on  anti-Americanism  will  be 
published  this  Fall. 

VANESSA  SCHWARTZ  is  Associate  Professor  of  History 
at  the  University  of  Southern  California.  Among  her  many 
honors  and  awards  are  being  named  a Fellow,  USC  Center 
for  Interdisciplinary  Study,  2002-03,  Award  for  Excellence 
in  Teaching,  USC  2002-03;  her  publications  include 
Spectacular  Realities:  Early  Mass  culture  in  Tin-de-sikle  Paris  (UC 
Press,  1998;  and  Co-editor  with  Leo  Chamey:  Cinema  and 
the  Invention  of  Modern  Life  (University  of  California  Press, 
1995  along  with  a book  in  progress,  and  many  articles  and 
papers.  She  holds  a Ph.D.  from  the  History  Department, 
UC  Berkeley,  and  a M.A.  in  history  and  an  AB  from 
Princeton  University  (Magna  Cum  Laude  and  Phi  Beta 
Kappa). 

JULIA  TRILLING  (MODERATOR),  is  currently  a research 
fellow  at  UC  Berkeley  where  she  is  chairing  a series  of 
design  symposia.  She  has  taught  urban  planning,  design 
and  history  at  MIT,  Ecole  des  Hautes  Etudes  in  Paris  and 
was  recently  an  associate  professor  at  the  Harvard 
University  Graduate  School  of  Design.  Dr.  Trilling’s  publi- 
cations include  articles  on  Parisian  architecture  and 
planning,  and  she  has  worked  on  several  design  projects 
in  Paris,  including  the  "Extension  of  the  Grand  Axe"  and 
the  Place  de  la  Bastille  Opera  Project.  She  is  presently 
finishing  a book  on  Paris  urbanism  after  WWII  under  con- 
tract with  Alfred  A.  Knopf.

Noel  Jewkes:  Regarded  as  one  of  the  finest  multi-reed 
musicians  and  one  of  the  most  versatile  as  well.  He  has 
performed  and  recorded  with  Jon  Hendricks,  Mel  Torme, 
and  Billy  Eckstine. 

Isla  Eckinger:  One  of  the  most  authentic,  swinging 
European  bassists,  he  has  also  performed  and  recorded 
with  the  greats,  including  Hank  Jones,  Philly  Joe  Jones, 
Jon  Hendricks,  and  Dexter  Gordon. 

Omar  Clay:  A bebop  master  drummer,  he  has  performed 
with  Sarah  Vaughn,  Max  Roach's  M'Boom  Ensemble, 
Charlie  Mingus,  and  Sonny  Stitt. 

IRWIN  WALL  is  Professor  of  History  Emeritus  at  the 
University  of  California,  Riverside.  He  received  his  B.A., 
M.A.  and  Ph.D.  from  Columbia  University,  New  York  . He 
is  the  recipient  of  the  Gilbert  Chinard  Prize,  Society  for 
French  Historical  Studies  (1992)  (for  the  best  book  pub- 
lished on  French- American  relations).  He  is  a member 
and  former  President  of  the  Western  Society  for  French 
History.  He  is  the  author  of  numerous  books,  including 
The  United  States  and  the  Making  of  Postwar  France,  1945-1954, 
{1989),  and  France,  The  United  States,  and  the  Algerian  War, 
(2001).  He  has  written  over  fifty  reviews  and  articles  for 
publications,  such  as  American  Historical  Review,  Journal  of 
Modern  History,  Central  European  History,  Contemporary  French 
Civilization,  and  French  Politics  and  Society. 

JOHN  ZYSMAN  is  Professor  in  the  Department  of 
Political  Science  at  UC  Berkeley  and  is  Co-Director  of  the 
Berkeley  Roundtable  on  the  International  Economy 
(BRIE).  He  has  a PhD  from  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology,  a B.A.  from  Harvard  College  (Social  Studies 
Concentration,  Magna  Cum  Laude),  and  also  studied 
Economics  at  Essex  University  (Colchester,  England).  He 
participates  in  many  prestigious  boards  and  organizations 
including  the  World  Affairs  Council;  the  Executive 
Committee,  Institute  of  International  Studies,  UC 
Berkeley;  and  the  Board  of  Councillors,  Integrated  Media 
Systems  Center,  University  of  Southern  California.  He  has 
authored  many  books  and  articles,  and  is  co-editor  of 
Enlarging  Europe:  The  Industrial  Foundations  of  a New  Political 
Reality.

Postwar  France: 

Culture  and  Colonialism; 

New  Fashion  and  New  World  Maps 

Within  two  years  of  the  end  of  World  War  II,  the  French 
were  again  at  war — this  time  with  their  own  colonies  in 
Africa  and  Indochina.  The  Algerian  war  was  to  last  to 
1962  and  result  in  the  loss  of  that  region  as  well  as  the 
French  Indochina  regions  now  known  as  Laos,  Cambodia 
and  Vietnam.  The  process  of  these  struggles  for 
independence  (self  determination)  was  to  set  the  stage 
for  more  battles  -notably  the  Korean  War  (1953)  and  the 
Vietnam  War  both  of  which  involved  the  United  States 
and  particularly  for  Vietnam  in  the  1960s,  colored  a 
generation.  This  “de-colonization”  as  author  and 
professor  Kristin  Ross  refers  to  it,  was  also  the  backdrop 
for  the  modernization  and  rebuilding  of  France  during 
the  Fifties.  The  French  Fourth  Republic  went  through 


twenty  governments  between  1946  and  1958.  Charles 
DeGaulle  resigned  from  this  government,  waiting  for  the 
right  moment  to  return  and  participate  in  the  creation  of 
a Fifth  Republic.  De  Gaulle  rather  expertly  guided 
France  during  the  Cold  War  giving  both  East  and  the 
West  a cold  shoulder,  and  challenging  the  American 
tendency  to  dictate  its  democratic  policies  to  other 
countries  as  a deterrent  to  the  spread  of  Communism. 
However,  American  industrial  methods  were  welcomed 
and  imported  by  French  industry. 

The  effect  of  postwar  ‘Americanization’  fostered  French 
films  such  as  Jacques  Tati’s  “Mon  Oncle”  satirizing  the 
effects  of  American  imported  mechanical  processes  and 
improvements  on  everyday  life;  village  life  was 
drastically  altered  into  a fast-pace  industrialized  mass 
culture — as  an  urbanized  consumer  culture.  France 
wished  to  protect  its  cultural  identity,  yet  its  people 
maintained  a fascination  with  American  things  that  had

Lecture  THE  FRENCH  ECONOMY  AND  THE  NEW  EUROPE:  BETWEEN  MARKET 
AND  STATE  In  the  first  two  decades  after  the  Liberation  in  1944,  Paris  once  again 
became  one  of  the  preeminent  cultural  capitals  of  the  world,  exporting  trend-setting 
fashion,  filmmaking  and  literary  style  to  the  United  States  and  a revived  Europe. 
JOHN  ZYSMAN  (Co-Director,  Berkeley  Roundtable  on  the  International  Economy,  UC 
Berkeley)  will  explore  the  postwar  revival  and  modernization  of  the  French  economy. 

Lecture  THE  CANNES  FILM  FESTIVAL,  COSMOPOLITANISM  AND  THE  QUATRE 
CENTS  COUPS  The  key  to  the  Cannes  Festival’s  success  in  1950s  France  resided  in 
its  promotion  as  chic,  hip  and  cosmopolitan  as  opposed  to  merely  French.  At  the  same 
time,  the  Festival  also  launched  two  of  the  most  exported  French  products  of  the  era: 
Brigitte  Bardot  and  the  French  New  Wave  (Nouvelle  Vague).  In  this  lecture,  VANESSA 
SCHWARTZ  (Department  of  History,  University  of  Southern  California)  will  describe 
the  important  role  played  by  Cannes  in  creating  an  international  film  culture  after  the 
war.

been  introduced  by  the  American  GIs— such  as  gum,  Coca  Cola,  and 
jeans.  We  see  some  of  this  resistance  to  American  influence  in  the 
current  events  of  today.  Annie  Ernaux’s  La  Place  chronicles  the 
building  of  a new  bridge  across  the  Seine  showing  the  major 
changes  brought  about  by  the  new  accessibility  provided  between 
two  villages  now  only  minutes  apart.  Simple  changes  such  as  this 
led  to  more  complexity  in  everyday  life.  Sociology,  the  science  of 
society,  was  developed.  Roland  Barthes’  book.  Mythologies  (1957) 
is  a classic  work  on  the  French  culture  of  the  Fifties. 

Increased  literacy,  brought  about  by  the  evolving  urban  and 
mechanized  environment  and  increased  leisure  time,  popularized 
the  livre  de  poche  (pocket  books)  putting  novels  ‘literally’  in 
everyone’s  pocket.  Everything  became  new  “nouvelle  vague,  nouveau 
roman,  nouveau  riche”.  A new  thirst  for  entertainment  benefited  the 
theatre  and  the  cinema — during  World  War  II  the  cinema  had 
already  won  a following  for  the  basic  reason  of  providing  warmth! 
French  film  star  Bridgitte  Bardot  captured  the  attention  of  American 
audiences  and  popularized  the  bikini  swimsuit  introduced  by  French 
automotive  engineer,  Louis  Reard,  who  actually  named  it  after  the 
Bikini  atoll  where  the  A bombs  were  tested  in  1946.  French  authors, 
like  Camus  and  Sartre,  examined  ideologies,  life  styles,  the  media 
and  fashion. 

In  1947,  Christian  Dior  established  his  new  look  with  the  midi  skirt, 
scuttling  American  companies  attempts  to  put  an  end  to  the  French 
dominance  in  fashion.  Dior  had  wished  to  be  an  architect,  and  was 
the  director  of  two  art  galleries.  “I  think  of  my  work  as  ephemeral 
architecture,”  he  said. 

Paris  has  managed  to  maintain  its  stature  as  master  of  haute 
couture  partly  because  of  the  fashion  industry’s  willingness  to 
welcome  designers  from  abroad.  Cristobal  Balenciaga  is  a prime 
example — a Spaniard  who  became  the  leading  French  fashion 
designer.  The  world  of  creating  fashion  is  the  “perpetual  state  of 
standby  with  the  designer  and  his  machine  permanently  monitoring 
life  and  events  throughout  the  world  in  order  to  avoid  the  risk  of 
being  swept  along  with  the  flow  or  left  stranded  on  the  shore. 

[Haute  couture]  registers  all  the  tremors  of  the  century,  the  changes 
in  the  condition  of  woman,  of  course,  but  also  the  poverty  of  wars, 
the  nostalgia  of  periods  of  plenty,  the  discovery  of  space,  new 
materials,  the  general  appetite  for  freedom...”  Oean  Louis-Arnaud) 

This  of  course,  takes  us  back  to  the  external  and  internal  conflicts 
that  have  shaped  our  perception  of  France,  its  politics,  and  its 
contributions  to  culture  today.  On  the  world  stage,  the  colonies  are 
gone,  but  the  fashion  remains.  The  world  map  continues  to 
change — yet  France  retains  its  cultural  colonies — each  year 
launching  fashion  collections  that  use  world  events  and  history  to 
shape  the  “ephemeral  architecture”  of  today’s  culture.
